WASIMXUGTON, July 15.—President Wii-
fon today, nfter an early conference wilh
Bectelnry Bryan over the lalest aspecis
of the Mexican situation presented by
the Inquiries of forelgn powers as to the
aititude of the United States, ordered
Ambasspdor Henry Lane Wilson at Mex-
lea Uy to provesd to Washington imme-
dintely for a conferencoe.

Ambassador Wilson will hurry north
on  cither the battleship Michigan or
Loulslana from Vera Cruz if any delay
wolild be entalled by walting for a com-
mercial steamer. Officials here believe
that the almost totel Interruption of rall-
¥Yond traffic between Mexicn and the

U'nited States will force the ambassader |

to make hin trip by water. He Is not
eapecied here beflore July 2 at the earii-
efl.

lmportant Announcement Coming.

It In believed in official and diplomatie
Clreles (hat an lmportant anfouncemant
of the attitude of the United Btutes In
the pending sliuation will follow the mm-
bpssador's conference wilh the president
and BSeeretury BHryan. The presldent's
actiun today, following closely the unoffi-
aial ennouncement that some of the
forelgn powers, which already have re-
cognized the Huerta government were
preseing for some Indication of this gov-
ernmaent’'s attitude townrd the continued
disorders In Mexico, lends to that bellef.
Becretary Bryan positively declined to
add. any information to his brief an-
nouncement of Ambassador Wilson's call
o Washington. '

Istration desires to learn from the am-
baseador what Influences actuated the
forelgn  diplomatic representatives

President. Wilson has kept an open
nilnd on the subject and is thought to
ferl himaelf bound to adhere to the policv
h# announced early in his ndministration
of lending moral encouragement only to
such governments in Latin Amerfea as
were founded on constitutional law and
practice. It s understood that he in
ready to give due welght to any repre-
pentations Ambassadar Wilton may cars
0 make,

The president has had the benefit of
privatle reports from several of his per-
ponal friends whe have traveled In Mex-
o recently, but those were unofficial
and not sufficlent to form the basia of
formal attitude If there were to be any
change in policy.

Becretary Bryan was asked if the com-
Ing of Ambassador Wilson te Washington
would chunge his projectsd lecture tour,
He replied:

"The pewspapers might have assumed
that my lecture dates would not Interfere
with "business, Instead of ussuming that
they would. Al my lecture dates wore
made subject to cancellation.”
